The Mor- 
gan County 
Woman’s 
Club will co- 
ordinate the 
2007 Veter- 
ans’ Day pro- 
gram in West 
Liberty for the 
26th year. 

This will be a 
tribute to the 
veterans of the 
United States 
military and a 
memorial to 
those service 
members who 
died while 
serving their 
country. 

The pro- 

gram will be 11:00 a.m. Saturday, Nov. 
10, on the Courthouse square. A color 
guard from the Elliott County High 
School ROTC will present the colors and 
perform a military drill in honor of de- 
parted veterans. 

A simple but meaningful program has 
been planned. Woman’s Club members 
will decorate around the Courthouse 
square with American flags, which has 
been the custom for many years, and 
memorial wreaths will be placed at the 
World War I, World War II, Korean and 
Vietnam war monuments, which honor 
those Morgan County servicemen who 
died during their military service. 

The Woman’s Club will join this year 
with the staff and students at Morgan 
County High School to recognize the 
service given by all veterans on Friday, 
Nov. 9. Registration at the high school 
wil be open to veterans and their fami- 
lies at 10:00 a.m. with a luncheou fol- 
lowing with students and staff. 

The first national Veterans’ Day ob- 
servance by the Woman’s Club was held 
at the World War I Memorial. This year’s 
program will be very similar to the origi- 
nal recognition of the veterans in our 
county. 

The Woman’s Club is looking for- 
ward to seeing all of the county’s veter- 
ans and their families on Friday, Nov. 9, 
and Saturday, Nov. 10. 



Man is arrested 
after fleeing from 
UNITE officers 

A Morgan County man was arrested 
last week following a confrontation with 
UNITE detectives in Wolfe County 
when they suspected his participation in 
a possible drug deal. 

UNITE Big Sandy Task Force Man- 
ager Ian Dalrymple said the detectives 
were near the Mountain Parkway in 
Wolfe County on Nov. 1 when they saw 
Elmore Lewis, 53, of West Liberty, in 
his parked vehicle and involved in what 
they thought was a drug transaction. 

“The detectives noticed certain fac- 
tors that they thought were telling of a 
drug deal,” Dalrymple said. “When they 
approached Mr. Lewis’s vehicle and 
identified themselves, he put it into gear 
and drove off, almost hitting one of the 
officers. Mr. Lewis was later arrested by 
the Kentucky State Police.” 

Lewis was taken into custody in 
Morgan County and booked at West Lib- 
erty Police Department on the follow- 
ing charges: 

• Wanton endangerment (second de-

West Liberty Postmaster

West Liberty postal employees cel- 
ebrated last Friday the sale of 1 ,495 
breast cancer stamps during National 
Breast Cancer Awareness month in 
October, with Postmaster Eddie 
Negron dyeing his hair pink to sym- 
bolize his support of breast cancer 
research. 

Negron had pledged in October to 
dye his hair pink - the official color 
of National Breast Cancer Awareness 
Month - if customers purchased 
1,000 breast cancer stamps. 

“I would like to thank the commu- 
nity for showing its support in find- 
ing a cure for breast cancer,” Negron 
said. “Breast cancer stamps have gen- 
erated more than $58 million for re- 
search since 1998. 1 was pleased with 
the number of requests and purchases 
for the stamps in West Liberty.” 

Breast cancer awareness is a sub- 



ject that hits close to home for Negron. 

“My mother-in-law, Joyce Riddell, 
is currently fighting breast cancer,” 
Negron said. “She could not be 
present for this ceremony because of 
her treatments. I love her and pray that 
she fully recovers with the treatments 
she is receiving. 

“My grandmother, Elvira Hoyos, 
was also a survivor of breast cancer. 
Sadly, she passed away last year due 
to complications from the disease.” 

Also attending the ceremony were 
representatives from Morgan County 
ARH including Community CEO 
Steve Gavalchik and Marketing/Busi- 
ness Development Director Mary 
Downey, as well as Sharon Martin, a 
registered nurse with Gateway District 
Health Department’s Breast Cancer 
Coalition.

Beshear, Franklin post 
big wins in Democrat 
sweep here Tuesday 



3,507 cast votes here 
in 39 percent turnout, 
282 more than in ’03 

Democrat Steve Beshear, who was 
elected governor Tuesday by a 58.7% 
majority of Kentucky voters, carried all 
of Morgan County’s 12 voting precincts, 
capturing 69.6% of the vote here to 
outpoll incumbent Republican Ernie 
Fletcher 2,361 to 1,029. 

Atotal of 3,507 Morgan voters (39%) 
went to the polls — 282 more than voted 
here in 2003 when Democrat Ben Chan- 
dler won by 476 votes in the governor’s 
race. 

Mirroring the vote for governor was 
the 64% majority received by Democrat 
Darby Franklin in the race for county 
property valuation administrator. 
Franklin outpolled Republican Susan 
Elliott Yeary, 2,188 to 1,220 in his suc- 
cessful bid to fill out the remaining three 
year term of Darrell Bradley, who re- 
signed the post earlier this year. 

In the other four races on the ballot 



for state constitutional officers, only the 
contest for Commissioner of Agriculture 
was close in Morgan with incumbent 
Republican Richie Farmer, the popular 
former UK basketball star, losing by just 
87 votes to Democrat challenger David 
Lynn Williams. The vote was: Williams, 
1,658; Farmer, 1,577. Farmer captured 
64% of the statewide vote to win reelec- 
tion. 

Republican Trey Grayson, who in 
statewide voting was reelected handily, 
lost by 630 votes in Morgan to Demo- 
crat Bruce Hendrickson, who received 
1,924 votes to Grayson’s 1,294. 

The other three Democrats on the 
ballot, all of whom were elected in state- 
wide voting, posted lopsided victories 
in Morgan. Jack Conway defeated Re- 
publican Stan Lee by a vote of 2,424 to 
776 in the attorney general’s race. In- 
cumbent Crit Luallen won here for state 
auditor by a vote of 2,394 to 728 over 
Republican Linda Greenwell, and Todd 
Hollenbach won for state treasurer over 
Republican Melinda Wheeler.

Prosecutor tells paper 
he plans to pursue 
case against Conley

Nov. 7 — The criminal case against 
Morgan County Judge-Executive Tim 
Conley — which divided many in the 
county before it was dismissed in Au- 
gust — is not over, a special prosecutor 
says. 

Conley, a two-term incumbent, was 
indicted in May on three counts of abuse 
of public trust. A special grand jury al- 
leged that in 2005 Conley gave a Mor- 
gan County resident a 20-foot section of 
county-owned drainpipe worth $500; 
gave the Cow Branch Primitive Baptist 
Church three sections of pipe worth 
$900 for installation on private property; 
and had workers at the county garage 
do $650 worth of repairs on a bulldozer 
he had lent to the county. 

If convicted of abusing public trust, 
Conley would be disqualified forever 
from holding public office in Kentucky. 

But the case was never tried. The 
charges were dismissed on a technical- 
ity involving the grand jury, Special 
Prosecutor Brent Turner said. 

The charges were dismissed without 
prejudice, meaning they can be brought 
before the court again, but Conley and 
others thought the case was closed for 
good. Conley ran announcements after 
the dismissal saying his name had been 
cleared. 

Yesterday, however, Turner said he 
intends to bring the allegations before 
the court again in coming months. 

Turner said he was forced to ask that 
the case be thrown out because the spe- 
cial grand jury had worked well past the 
end of its 90-day term. Any work it did 
after that point was not legal, he said. 



A judge can extend the grand jury’s 
term, but none did so. 

“It was an oversight,” Turner said, 
adding that more than one judge was 
involved in the court proceedings and it 
was simply a case where one judge prob- 
ably thought another was responsible for 
entering the written order. 

The charges against Conley, the first 
Republican in decades to be elected 
judge-executive in Morgan County, ig- 
nited passionate feelings in the county. 

Some said the popular Republican 
judge was being attacked unfairly, and 
what Conley is accused of is common 
in Kentucky but rarely prosecuted. They

Fire destroys 
War Creek 
home on Nov. 2

The White Oak Volunteer Fire De- 
partment responded to a housefire at 416 
War Creek Rd. that gutted the home of 
Larry “Scotty” Johnson on Nov. 2, with 
backup from Caney Valley, Hwy. 172/ 
Peddler Gap and West Liberty fire de- 
partments. 

White Oak firefighter and area con- 
stable Steve Pelfrey, who lives next door 
to Johnson, said his wife, Robin, saw the 
fire from their home and reported it to 
dispatch at 8:22 p.m. 

“I was out on patrol and was heading 
home,” Pelfrey said. “When I got there, 
I saw that the Johnson home was burn- 
ing; my wife told me that she had re- 
ported it. The fire departments had re- 
sponded quickly, but the blaze was so 
big there was nothing they could do.” 

Pelfrey said the 1920s-era house, his 
childhood home with parents Alton and

COLUMBIA, Mo. - As Jim 
Pelfrey and his Seeing Eye dog, 
Opal, walked down the hall, 
Opal’s eyes danced back and 
forth between her owner and their 
destination. Every few seconds 
Pelfrey would tell Opal, “Home,” 
and she led him closer to his door. 
When Opal stopped, Pelfrey 
touched the handle and then pat- 
ted her on the head. 

“Good girl,” he said. 

Pelfrey and Opal were home. 

Pelfrey, who was born blind, 
now calls Missouri University’s 
Hudson Hall home after taking 
over as residence hall coordina- 
tor Sept. 24. As the first blind 
person hired by MU’s department 
of residential life, he’s looking to 
use his experience to make an 
impact. 

“The reality is I am going to 
stand out more,” Pelfrey said, 
“and I am going to embrace that.” 

Fan Of Sports, Music 

Growing up, Pelfrey never let 
his disability get in the way of 
being a kid. He has always been 
a sports fan, and when he was in 
junior high school, he was a 
member of the wrestling team. 

Pelfrey, who looked up to ath- 
letes like Pete Rose, was even at 
the game when Rose reached 
3,000 hits. 

“It was wonderful because the 
crowd was so into it. I didn’t feel 
like I needed to see it to appreci- 
ate it,” Pelfrey said. “I think as a 
blind person I revered him be- 
cause he did not have a lot of abil- 
ity, but he persevered. So he re- 
ally was a hero growing up.” 

Pelfrey was also a self-pro- 
claimed “audio geek.” He got his 
first stereo system when he was 
9, and when he was 17, he got his 





first really “killer” system. To this 
day, Pelfrey still takes pride in his 
music and sound system. He en- 
joys blues and jazz. 

Pelfrey was not the only one 
in his family that was born blind. 
His older sister, Linda, was born 
with virtually the same eye con- 
dition. Separated by only two 
years, they went through many of 
the same experiences. Pelfrey 
said oftentimes they have to re- 
mind others that they are still very 
different. 

“Just because we are brother 
and sister and blind it does not 
mean that we are the same. We 
have learned to appreciate that

blindness, but you try to find 
ways to overcome it.” 

Making A Difference 

After his original career plan 
in broadcast radio didn’t work 
out, Pelfrey went back to college 
and received a Master’s Degree 
in Judicial Affairs at Southern Il- 
linois University-Carbondale. 
When he was trying to decide 
what to do with his degree, help- 
ing students continually came to 
his mind. 

“I thought I was going to be 
the morning drive guy,” Pelfrey 
said. “When I realized that it was 
not going to happen, I thought 
what else can I do and I realized 
that I missed being on a univer- 
sity campus.” 

Before moving to Hudson 
Hall, Pelfrey had worked as co- 
ordinator of judicial affairs at 
Southeast Missouri State Univer- 
sity and as a hall coordinator at 
the University of Miami (Ohio).

about each other,” Pelfrey said. 
“She will come to me about 
things and I will go to her about 
others. I think our differences 
help each other out.” 

Throughout his life, Pelfrey 
has tried to live by the “golden 
rule.” Growing up blind, he 
quickly learned to treat others the 
way he wanted to be treated. 

“The biggest thing I learned 
initially is that life is not fair and 
that it’s OK,” Pelfrey said. “Not 
everything is going to be the way 
you think it should or ought to be. 
Yes, you’re not going to be 
treated right because of your

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ARH urges schools/public to take 
precautions against MRS A infection 



November 2 - Appalachian 
Regional Healthcare is urging the 
public to take precautions against 
the spread of methicillin-resistant 
Staphylococcus aureus (MRSA) 
that is being diagnosed in a 
greater frequency among athletes 
and school-age children. 

ARH officials say the new 
reason for concern with MRSA, 
a type of Staph that is resistant 
to certain antibiotics, is because 
the infection is occurring in com- 
munities. 

Factors that heighten one’s 
risk of the MRSA infection in- 
clude crowded living conditions, 
sharing of towels or razors, ac- 
tivities involving skin-to-skin 
contact and poor hygiene. 
Higher-risk environments in- 
clude health clubs, college dor- 
mitories, day-care facilities and 
locker rooms, says ARH physi- 
cian Fares J. Khater, MD, who 
specializes in the treatment of 
infectious diseases. 

MRSA infection may re- 
semble pimples or boils; they 
may be red, swollen, painful and 
have pus or other drainage. 
Sometimes the infection is mis- 
taken for a spider bite. Left un- 
treated, infections might progress 
to more serious infections of the 
bloodstream or pneumonia, Dr. 
Khater said. 

Dr. Khater said most Staph 
and MRSA infections are treat- 
able with antibiotics. It is impor- 
tant that if given an antibiotic for 
the infection that patients take all 
of the doses, even if the infection 
is getting better. Some Staph skin 
infections can be treated by 
draining the abscess or boil and 
may not require antibiotics. Dr. 
Khater cautions that drainage of 
the abscess or boil should only 
be done by a healthcare provider. 

With concern about MRSA in 
schools, daycares, health clubs 
and the general community 
heightening as more cases are 
confirmed, ARH infectious dis- 
ease experts say taking extra pre- 
cautions is the best defense 
against the spread of the infec- 
tion. 

ARH applauds the efforts of 
area schools to ensure areas 
prone to the spread of MRSA are 
properly sanitized and disin- 
fected, says Hazard ARH infec- 
tious diseases specialist Bekoe 
Opoku-Owusu, MD, more com- 
monly know as Dr. Bek. 

When it comes to closing 
schools due to a MRSA infection, 



the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) says the 
decision to close a school for any 
communicable disease should be 
made by school officials in con- 
sultation with local and/or state 
public health officials. 

However, in most cases, it is 
not necessary to close schools 
because of a MRSA infection in 
a student, Dr. Bek, says. It is im- 
portant to note that MRSA trans- 
mission can be prevented by 
simple measures such as hand 
hygiene and covering infections, 
he says. 

Precautions include: 

• Covering infections will 
greatly reduce the risks of sur- 
faces becoming contaminated 
with MRSA. In general it is not 
necessary to close schools to 
“disinfect” them when MRSA in- 
fections occur, the CDC says. 
MRSA skin infections are trans- 
mitted primarily by skin-to-skin 
contact and contact with surfaces 
that have come into contact with 
someone else’s infection. 

• When MRSA skin infections 
occur, cleaning and disinfection 
should be performed on surfaces 
that are likely to contact uncov- 
ered or poorly covered infec- 
tions. 

• Cleaning surfaces with de- 
tergent-based cleaners or Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency 
(EPA)-registered disinfectants is 
effective at removing MRSA 
from the environment. It is im- 
portant to read the instruction la- 
bels on all cleaners to make sure 
they are used safely and appro- 
priately. Environmental cleaners 
and disinfectants should not be 
used to treat infections. 

• The EPA provides a list of 
EPA-registered products effec- 
tive against MRSA: http:// 
epa.gov/oppad001/ 
chemregindex.htm 

Dr. Bek says unless they are 
very ill and directed by a physi- 
cian, students with MRSA skin 
infections do not need to be ex- 
cluded from attending school or 
other functions if the wound can 
be covered. 

Exclusion from school and 
sports activities should be re- 
served for those with wound 
drainage (“pus”) that cannot be 
covered and contained with a 
clean, dry bandage and for those 
who cannot maintain good per- 
sonal hygiene,” he said. 

ARH offers the following 
facts about MRSA: 



How does MRSA spread? 

You can’t see MRSA. It is car- 
ried on the skin or in the nose. It 
is spread through contact with 
infected people. You must touch 
a person to get it. It can also 
spread if you touch the towels, 
clothes or bandages of people 
who have it. 

Is MRSA serious? 

Most MRSA skin infections 
can be treated with skin care in- 
cluding practicing good hygiene, 
using clean bandages and taking 
a prescribed medication. How- 
ever, some MRSA infections can 
be more serious and could cause 
a blood or bone infection. 

How do you prevent a MRSA 
infection? 

•Wash your hands thoroughly 
throughout the day whenever 
they are visibly dirty, after you 
use the bathroom and before ev- 
ery meal. 

•Maintain good personal hy- 
giene by taking regular baths or 
showers. 

•Do not share personal hy- 
giene items with others includ- 
ing toiletries, towels, washcloths 
or razors. 

•Do not share clothes or uni- 
forms. When you do the laundry, 
use HOT water. This will kill 
germs. Use detergent, too. Do not 
air-dry clothes. Use a dryer. The 
dryer helps kill germs. 

•Clean communal surfaces 
such as recreation equipment, 
sauna or steam room sitting ar- 
eas before direct contact with 
your body. Use a clean barrier 
such as a towel or shirt between 
your bare skin and these commu- 
nal surfaces whenever feasible. 

•Shower after participating in 
close contact recreational activi- 
ties, or attending pubic gyms, 
saunas, steam rooms or bath- 
houses. 

•Be aware of close personal 
contacts such as family members 
and sexual partners who may 
have skin infections. 

•Do not touch another 
person’s wounds, infected skin or 
soiled bandages with your bare 
hands. 

•Seek your doctor’s advice for 
any boils or new sores that are 
red or inflamed. 

•Do not scratch skin rashes. 
Seek treatment from your doctor 
to reduce itching. 

•Be alert for any skin infec- 
tions following hospital dis- 
charge. 

You can help stop the spread 
of MRSA. 

•Take care of wounds that 
have pus. Keep infections cov- 
ered with clean bandages and 
keep them dry. Follow your 
doctor’s instructions carefully. 
Pus can contain MRSA, so be 
sure to contain any drainage with 
a dressing to prevent spreading 
the infection to others. 

•Wash your hands with soap 
and warm water after every con- 
tact with the wound so you do not 
spread the infection to other parts 
of your body. Tell others to wash 
their hands as well. The person 
who changes your dressings 
should be extra careful. Make 
sure family and close contacts 
wash often.

Audrey Pelfrey, was completely 
destroyed. No one was at home 
when the fire started. 

“Fortunately, the home’s 
owner was not at the residence,” 
Pelfrey said. “He stays in 
Ashland quite a bit. His daugh- 
ter and son-in-law were also gone 
to Texas last week, so no one was 
injured in the fire.” 

White Oak firefighter Peter 
Brandt said the fire’s cause re- 
mains undetermined at this time. 

“This fire just couldn’t be at- 
tacked,” Brandt said. “It was al- 
ready coming through the roof by 
the time firefighters arrived, and 
that is generally a sign it is too 
dangerous inside to enter the 
structure.” 

Other responding agencies in- 
cluded the Morgan County 
Sheriff’s Department, which as- 
sisted with traffic control, as well 
as Pelfrey, who responded in the 
constable capacity.

This year wasn’t the first time 
he applied for a job at MU, 
though. 

About six years ago, Pelfrey 
applied for a position as an area 
coordinator. But at the time, he 
didn’t have enough experience, 
Frankie Minor, residential life di- 
rector, said. 

When Pelfrey interviewed for 
his current position, Minor 
thought that it would be a good 
fit because of his background in 
working with college students. 
Minor also saw other strengths in 
Pelfrey. 

“Jim is a good role model for 
other students with different 
types of disabilities,” Minor said. 
“It would show them that they 
can overcome these things.” 

This marks the first time resi- 
dential life has had a visually im- 
paired person on staff. Residen- 
tial life will continue to monitor 
how well Palfrey handles emer- 
gency situations, but Minor said 
he thinks it will be a good expe- 
rience for both Pelfrey and MU. 

“Our process should be open 
to anyone regardless of their mo- 
bility. We had a good candidate 
who was highly motivated, and 
it was a good opportunity to 
make sure our system was fully 
accessible,” Minor said. 



Fitting Into A New Home 

Opal and Pelfrey have been a 
team for almost six years, and 
Palfrey said he knew Opal was a 
special dog from the first time 
they met at The Seeing Eye in 
New Jersey. 

“We were walking around and 
it was a little bit icy. I slipped and 
she looked back at me. I have had 
other dogs before and they don’t 
usually do that. I knew this dog 
really liked me,” he said. 

Opal, a Labrador-retriever 
mix, is Pelfrey’s fourth Seeing 
Eye dog, and Pelfrey hopes to 
continue working with Opal for 
at least two more years, making 
her his longest tenured dog. 

“She is funny out of harness, 
kind of a nut and very playful,” 
Palfrey said. “When the harness 
is on, though, it’s like flipping a 
switch, time to go to work now.” 

So far, Pelfrey and Opal have 
been working on adjusting to 
their new environment. Pelfrey is 
confident his experience as a hall 
coordinator will help him to 
make the transition. 

“We’re learning,” he said. 
“That is always the challenge of 
knowing every nook and cranny. 
Opal is really a good worker, and 
we are picking up a lot, but it’s 
not going to happen overnight.” 



Pelfrey has already taken the 
time to establish a rapport with 
his student staff members. They 
have had group meetings, and 
Pelfrey has hosted a “spaghetti 
night” in his apartment. 

Miles Gaudet, a staff member 
at Hudson, said he doesn’t think 
Pelfrey will have any problem 
with his new position. 

“I think Jim is definitely ca- 
pable of doing everything,” 
Gaudet said. 

“It’s going to take some time 
for people to drop preconceived 
notions of people with disabili- 
ties and respect who he is as a 
person.” 

Whether students are looking 
for him or just want to see Opal, 
Pelfrey is hoping students will 
come by and want to talk. 

“I always have firmly be- 
lieved that this is where I am sup- 
posed to be — in a university set- 
ting,” Pelfrey said. “This job 
gives me the opportunity to do 
things for students that I feel I did 
not get as a college student.”

The Judge’s Corner

Do we get good data from 
Kentucky’s CATS tests, or do 
those scores mirror hot-air bal- 
loons — grossly inflated? 

To find out, the Bluegrass In- 
stitute examined recently re- 
leased 2007 mathematics and 
reading results from the National 
Assessment of Educational 
Progress. What we found is as 
scary as 2+2=5. 

An enormous gap exists be- 
tween the reading and mathemat- 
ics proficiency rates reported by 
Kentucky’s CATS assessment 
and those reported by the na- 
tional assessment. 

For example: 

•Kentucky’s tests find 66 per- 
cent of middle school students 
proficient readers. The national 
assessment finds 28 percent. 

•The national assessment 
shows Kentucky’s reading profi- 
ciency among middle school stu- 
dents in 2007 does not differ sta- 
tistically from 1998 — nearly 10 
years of no progress. 

•Kentucky’s performance on 
the national assessment of eighth 
grade reading improved for a 
while after 1998, rising to 34 per- 
cent in 2003. But the rate dropped 
to 28 percent proficiency in 2007. 
No other state lost more ground. 
The drop isn’t just statistically 
significant, it is significant. All 
the while, CATS results showed

One of the many difficult 
challenges facing the governor 
and General Assembly when it 
convenes here in January is re- 
newing the drive of higher edu- 
cation reform that began 10 years 
ago with the passage of the Ken- 
tucky Postsecondary Education 
Improvement Act. 

One of the goals specified in 
that act is for Kentucky to reach 
the national average in per capita 
income by 2020. To attain that 
goal, Kentucky must produce a 
far better educated population 
than it has today. 

Progress has been made since 
the act was passed in 1997. 

According to the Council on 
Postsecondary Education, the 
number of bachelor’s degrees 
awarded by the state’s public uni- 
versities has increased by 62 per- 
cent since 2000. In the same time 
period, the state’s per capita in- 
come has climbed by 22 percent. 

The program is that the in- 
crease in the number of 
bachelor’s degrees is not fast 
enough to meet the 2020 dead- 
line. In fact, according to a coun- 
cil report, the Kentucky Science 
and Technology Corporation de- 
termined it would be another 154 
years before Kentucky reaches 
the national average in per capita 
income. 

That is a bit long to wait to be 
simply average. 

Thus the council has set off on 
an effort to increase sharply the 
number of Kentuckians graduat- 
ing from college with a minimum 
of a bachelor’s degree. 

The plan is called “Double the 
Numbers,” and its intention is to 
do just that - double the number 
of Kentuckians with a bachelor’s 
degree to nearly 800,000 by 
2020 . 

The resulting economic ben- 
efits to the entire state translate 
into billions of dollars in added 
income to those Kentuckians as

constant improvement. 

•Serious inflation in CATS 
scores also holds true for elemen- 
tary school math and reading, and 
for middle school math. 

Question: Can the national 
assessment fall that far out of line 
with reality? Answer: Why 
would it? 

Technical management of the 
national assessment comes from 
the Educational Testing Service, 
the people who run the SAT col- 
lege entrance test and the AP 
course exams. Technical support 
for Kentucky tests comes from, 
well, skip it because you prob- 
ably never heard of them. 

And more important, the na- 
tional assessment officials have 
no ax to grind. The people run- 
ning Kentucky tests clearly want 
to look good at all costs. 

It’s time to change this equa- 
tion. It doesn’t add up. 

The national assessment 
shows Kentuckians get an in- 
flated fairy tale from CATS when 
it comes to school performance. 
If the state really wants to im- 
prove schools, it needs an hon- 
est assessment.

well as billions in taxes to local, 
state and federal governments. 

The Double the Numbers Plan 
as outlined by the council report 
aims at raising high school 
graduates who go on to college; 
enrolling more students the Com- 
munity and Technical College 
System and moving them into 
four-year degree programs, in- 
creasing the number of Kentuck- 
ians going to and completing col- 
lege; and attracting more jobs to 
the state that require a college- 
educated workforce. 

By 2020, the plan wants to 
raise the number of bachelor’s 
degrees awarded by Kentucky 
universities from 18,200 a year 
to 33,700 a year, and it gives each 
of those state universities its own 
individual degree goal to shoot 
for. 

All of this, of course, looks 
just fine on paper, but how do 
those universities go about reach- 
ing the magic number? 

It is going to take absolute 
determination by the state’s po- 
litical leadership - Democrat and 
Republican alike - that the fund- 
ing necessary to Double the 
Numbers is available. 

No back peddling on pro- 
grams like Bucks for Brains 
when money gets tight. No cuts 
in higher education funding in 
general when here are politically 
attractive alternate uses of that 
funding. And no reliance on 
double-digit tuition increases on 
students and their parents when 
a new bridge needs to be financed 
somewhere. 

And the state’s political lead- 
ership also must engage the en- 
tire education system in teh push 
for doubling the number of col- 
lege graduates in Kentucky. 
There is something very wrong 
when a third of entering college 
freshmen must take remedial 
coures just to work at the college 
level. As long as that statistic ex- 
ists, there is no way to reach 
800,000 graduate a year by 2020 
or even 2030. 

In fact, without the active in- 
volvement of the entire public 
school system, higher education 
in Kentucky will only muddle 
along as best it can and never at- 
tain the degree of excellence en- 
visioned in 1997 when the reform 
act was passed here. 

Can any of this really come 
about? 

Consider the Council on 
Postsecondary Education is 
headed by merely and acting 
presidnet, and the search for a 
new commissioner of hte state 
Deparment of Education has be- 
come something of a joke. 

Consider the track record of 
the Democratic and Republican 
political leadership working to- 
gether on even the loftiest goal. 

But who knows? Like the 
weather, anything is possible in 
Kentucky. 



STRIKE UPDATE FROM 
ARH COMMUNITY CEO 

To the Community, 

As you have probably heard, 
Appalachian Regional 

Healthcare officials met for three 
days last week with representa- 
tives of the Kentucky and West 
Virginia Nurses union to seek a 
resolution to the work stoppage. 

We were hopeful that the 
union would respond to our final 
contract offer with specific points 
for discussion. However, no new 
points for discussion were raised 
that had not already been covered 
during September negotiations. 

We want to get ARH nurses 
back to work. Unfortunately, 
union representatives continue to 
repeat that they want $28 million 
worth of pay and benefit in- 
creases. If the package is ex- 
tended to a four year contract, the 
cost would be approximately $40 
million. This kind of increase to 
wages and benefits is just not fea- 
sible. It is out of line with com- 
pensation for nurses in Kentucky 
and West Virginia and out of line 
with the increases received by 
other workers in the ARH sys- 
tem. 

The contract we have pro- 
posed offers our nurses one of the 
most competitive compensation 
packages available in Kentucky 
and West Virginia. We have of- 
fered flexible work scheduled, 
free healthcare and other ben- 
efits. Some nurses have raised 
questions about mandatory over- 
time, but the fact is they average 
only 2.5 hours of overtime per 
week. Here in Morgan County 
we have not used mandatory 
overtime in well over a year. Pa- 
tient to staff ratios have been 
mentioned as an issue in the 
strike, but our ratios are consis- 
tent with all national quality 
benchmarks. We staff based on 
patient need. 

The staffing issues have been 
the focus of the union’s public 
comments because they recog- 
nize that the ARH contract offers 
an attractive financial package. In 
fact, the union leaders have in- 
sisted that this is not about 
money. But when the negotiating 
team began to talk this week, it 
became clear that it is all about 
money. 

ARH cannot afford the kind 
of increase in the cost of 
healthcare that the union is re- 
questing. As a not-for-profit or- 
ganization that provides millions 
of dollars of charity care for 
many patients, the union’s re- 
quest is just not financially fea- 
sible. 

We are urging the union to put 
the interests of ARH employees 
and patients first, and show a 
willingness to seek good faith 
solutions for a new contract. Un- 
til a resolution can be reached we 
will continue to provide quality 
healthcare with the help of our 
physicians and dedicated em- 
ployees, including over 130 new 
hires and the 170 of our nurse 
employees who have chosen to 
work through the strike. We con- 
tinue to provide full medial and 
patient care services across the 
system. In fact, there has been 
little change in the volume of 
patients served since September. 

Providing excellent care for 
patients and their families re- 
mains our top priority. We will 
continue to be open to forthright 
discussion with the union on re- 
alistic economic terms that will 
keep healthcare affordable and 
accessible to people living in the 
mountains. But we will not jeop- 
ardize the future of ARH to re- 
spond to unreasonable economic 
demands. 

I hope you will continue to 
consider facts and support our 
efforts to reach a solution that 
ensures the long-term success of 
ARH in this community. You can 
read more about KNA/WVNA’s 
proposal at www.arh.org.

NURSES’ UNION DEFENDS 
STRIKE POSITION 

To the Community, 

We would like to clear up 
some mistruths that have been put 
out by ARH regarding negotia- 
tions over the past several weeks. 
ARH calls it negotiations, but the 
facts are that ARH continues to 
refuse to negotiate. We have pro- 
vided ARH with everything they 
had asked for, and all they did 
was exploit us on their Internet 
site. Presented below are the real 
facts of what happened last week 
when the Kentucky /West Virgnia 
Nurses’ Association (KNA/ 
WVNA) met with ARH: 

• ARH refused to make any 
movement during the three days. 

• KNA/WVNA gave ARH a 
complete proposal, restating pro- 
posals made during negotiations 
and many that we were never 
given the opportunity to hand off 
due to ARH ending negotiations 
four days early by giving best, 



last, final and walking out. 

• KNA/WVNA offered 36/36 
full-time instead of the 36/40. 

• KNA/WVNA talked for 
hours about seniority, related to 
bid jobs, job security and when 
management would lose their se- 
niority. 

• Mr. Smith, an ARH attorney, 
said that they have the right to 
put the most qualified person into 
a job opening. He went on to say 
that the best qualified person 
could be someone off the street. 
That a more qualified person 
might have an application and 
could be given the job over cur- 
rent employees. 

• Discussed safe staffing, they 
say that currently the nurse to 
patient ratio is 6:1. We argued 
that does not happen even close 
to all the time, but would be the 
exception. Gave examples of 
1:20 in psych, and 1:12 on med 
surg commonly at Hazard and 
Harlan. 

• KNA/WVNA discussed 
mandatory overtime and how 
detrimental it is to patient wel- 
fare. ARH states that only 400+ 
RNs work overtime, and the ones 
who do only work an average of 
2.5 hours per week. 

• KNA/WVNA agreed to re- 
turn to current contract on vaca- 
tions, absenteeism policy and 
sick time, which ARH did not 
respond to. 

• KNA/WVNA agreed to 
Nursing Practice Council as pro- 
posed in ARH proposal on Sept. 
28. 

• KNA/WVNA offered other 
proposals regarding staffing, 
which were rejected and limited 
mandatory overtime. 

• KNA/WVNA discussed the 
importance of the successorship 
clause, which fell on deaf ears. 

• KNA/WVNA discussed 
many other important issues 
which ARH was not interested in. 

• KNA/WVNA wants a con- 
tract we can all live with. Does 
ARH?

blamed the investigation — 
which began in September 2006, 
two months before the general 
election — on Democratic poli- 
tics. 

Others, however, argued that 
if Conley broke the law, no mat- 
ter how good his intentions, he 
should be held accountable. 

Turner denied any political 
motives in pursuing the case, 
which was assigned to him after 
local prosecutors withdrew. 

“My obligation is to present 
the case and let the grand jury 
decide what if any charges result 
from that,” Turner said. “If there 
are charges, it’s my job to resolve 
and prosecute the case. This is not 
a situation of me as a prosecutor 
saying, T’m going to get this per- 
son or that person.’” 

In a recent interview, Conley 
called Turner’s decision a waste 
of taxpayers’ money. 

“Let’s worry about things that 
are significant,” Conley said. 
“We’ve got too many families 
losing loved ones to drugs. We’ve 
got rape and hard crimes. Why 
are we spending thousands of dol- 
lars chasing around political fig- 
ures for misdemeanors?” 

Conley stands behind his

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Incubator advisory panel 
named for Enterprise Cen. 



Morehead State University 
President Wayne D. Andrews has 
appointed eight area citizens to 
serve on the newly created MSU 
Regional Enterprise Center’s In- 
cubator Advisory Committee. 

MSU assumed operational re- 
sponsibility from the University 
of Kentucky for the former Mor- 
gan County Regional Technol- 
ogy Center in West Liberty in 
July and manages the Center’s 
Business Incubator to promote 
new business development. 

“The presence of an Advisory 
Committee with successful pri- 
vate sector business people, edu- 
cators and service providers to 
help formulate policy and pro- 
vide guidance to the Center’s in- 
cubating tenants will certainly 
elevate the University’s mission 
to promote and support new 
economy innovations and busi- 
ness growth,” said President 
Andrews.

“Our decision to return an in- 
dictment against Judge Tim 
Conley in this case was not 
reached lightly,” the report said. 
“It came after long and difficult 
deliberations. In the end, as much 
as we wanted to give Judge 
Conley the benefit of the doubt, 
we simply could not ignore what 
we believe are clear violations of 
the law.”

What is Influenza? 

The flu is a contagious respi- 
ratory illness caused by influenza 
viruses. It can cause mild to se- 
vere illness. Every year in the 
U.S., on average 5% to 20% of 
the population gets the flu. More 
than 200,000 people are hospital- 
ized from flu complications and 
about 36,000 people die of the 
flu. 

The flu virus spreads mainly 
from person to person through 
coughing or sneezing. Most 
healthy adults may be able to in- 
fect others beginning one day 
before symptoms develop and up 
to five days after becoming sick. 
That means that a person may be 
able to pass on the flu to some- 
one else before they know they 
are sick. 

The flu is easily preventable 
by getting a flu vaccination each 
year. The best time to get the flu 
shot is between October and No- 
vember every year. Anyone who 
wants to reduce their chances of 
getting the flu, can get vacci- 
nated. However, certain people 
should get vaccinated each year 
because they are at high risk of 
having serious flu related com- 
plications or because they live 
with or care for high risk persons. 
People at high risk for complica- 
tions include people age 50 or 
older; those who have chronic 
medical conditions; people resid- 
ing in a Long Term Care Facil- 
ity; children 6 months to age 5, 
and pregnant women. 

For those receiving Medicare 
benefits, Medicare will cover the 
cost of the flu vaccination once 
per flu season. Medicare covers 
a wide range of preventive ser- 
vices.

Diabetes caregivers play important role 



FRANKFORT, Ky. - Diabe- 
tes can be an extremely debilitat- 
ing disease for those who suffer 
from it, requiring thorough and 
consistent disease management 
and education to maintain good 
health and quality of life. 

“We’re reaching out to diabe- 
tes caregivers during American 
Diabetes Month because they are 
such an important link in improv- 
ing quality of life for people liv- 
ing with diabetes and reducing 
health care costs for everyone,” 
Health and Family Services 
Cabinet Secretary Mark D. 
Birdwhistell said this week. 
“With the right tools and knowl- 
edge, caregivers can help their 
loved one reduce the number of 
diabetes-related complications he 
or she experiences and live a long 
and healthy life.”

“For many, particularly those 
who are new caregivers, the task 
can seem overwhelming. We 
want to help you find the re- 
sources and support needed so 
you can properly care for your 
loved one.” 

For new diabetes caregivers, 
it is important to identify helpful 
resources that provide knowledge 
and insight about diabetes. Such 
resources could include your 
health care provider or local 
health department. 

Counseling services or support 
groups also can be helpful in deal- 



ing with the emotional impact of 
having a loved one diagnosed 
with diabetes. 

“We want to help all our 
caregivers find resources to get 
the information they need,” said 
Linda Leber, education coordina- 
tor for the Diabetes Prevention 
and Control Program in the De- 
partment for Public Health 
(DPH). “Don’t be afraid to ask 
questions when talking to your 
loved one’s health care provider 
and seek out other sources of in- 
formation.” 

DPH recommends all 
caregivers familiarize themselves 
with literature as well as useful 



Web sites that help keep them up- 
to-date on diabetes-related news 
such as medication, nutrition and 
lifestyle habits that can help bet- 
ter manage diabetes. Some help- 
ful resources could include: 

Local Health Department - 
ask for educational materials on 
diabetes, or where to go for dia- 
betes self-management training 
or support groups for the person 
with diabetes and the caregiver. 

Local health care provider 
such as a physician, nurse practi- 
tioner, diabetes educator or phy- 
sician assistant. 

Web sites such as the Ameri- 
can Diabetes Association, 
www.diabetes.org, or DPH, http:/ 
/www.chfs. ky.gov/dph/ach/cd/ 
diabetes.htm, are extremely help- 
ful. 

Governor Ernie Fletcher, the 



Cabinet for Health and Family 
Services and the General Assem- 
bly have worked diligently to 
improve care and services for 
people living with diabetes, as 
well as diabetes caregivers. Dur- 
ing the 2006 General Assembly, 
Rep. Jimmie Lee secured fund- 
ing for three Diabetes Centers of 
Excellence, which target the 
Medicaid population to provide 
a better system of care and dis- 
ease management. Governor 
Fletcher added more funding to 
create a total of six Diabetes Cen- 
ters of Excellence. 

In addition, the Department 
for Medicaid Services has been 
in engaged in outreach to promote 
better disease management for 
people with diabetes. At this time, 
214 people are enrolled in the 
program. 



Caregivers, people living with 
diabetes and those at risk for de- 
veloping diabetes are encouraged 
to join Get Healthy Kentucky, a 
statewide wellness initiative that 
promotes physical activity, 
healthy eating and tobacco pre- 
vention and cessation. To learn 
more about this program and how 
to apply Get Healthy’s wellness 
model to your personal lifestyle, 
visit www.gethealthy.ky.gov.

The Statement of Intent must 
be filed electronically by each 
student after they register for 
classes each semester. This ap- 
plies even if they plan to pay 
prior to the beginning of the se- 
mester, according to Carol Ford, 
assistant director of accounting 
and budgetary control. 

“All students must complete 
the Statement of Intent, and ei- 
ther ‘accept’ or ‘opt out’ of the 
terms of the agreement,” she 
said. “By agreeing to the condi- 
tions of the statement, students 
confirm they will attend classes 
at MSU and acknowledge their 
bill. It also will give them the 
choice of extending the period of 
time they have to pay their ac- 
count in full.” 

The deadline for submitting a 
completed Statement of Intent is 
Jan. 7 for the spring semester. 
This requirement also applies to 
any student who receives finan- 
cial aid or scholarships, or whose 
college expenses are being paid 
by an outside agency, Ford said. 



If a statement is not on file by 
Jan. 7, the student’s class will be 
deleted from the system. Ford 
said students are encouraged to 
read the Statement of Intent care- 
fully and make sure they under- 
stand the requirements and dead- 
line dates before agreeing to 
abide by the terms of this docu- 
ment. Statements are available 
online on WebAdvisor through 
www. moreheads tate . edu .

Ky. rural broadband pgm. 
becoming a national model 



Congress likes Kentucky’s 
public-private partnership ap- 
proach to rural broadband so 
much that it is moving legislation 
to provide grants to follow the 
state’s lead, reports The Wall 
Street Journal. 

ConnectKentucky, the non- 
for-profit that runs the partner- 
ship, says broadband is available 
to 95 percent of Kentuckians. It 
uses “detailed research on com- 
munications networks, targeted 
public spending and cooperation 
with private-sector providers of 
broadband,” Corey Boles writes. 
“44 percent of the state’s popula- 
tion, much of it rural, subscribes 
to broadband services, up from 22 
percent three years ago. The pro- 
gram has grown into a national 
not-for-profit group called Con- 
nected Nation.” 

Measuring the availability and 



reach of broadband is difficult 
because of the way the Federal 
Communications Commission 
measures it, so a House commit- 
tee has passed a bill to force the 
FCC “to pinpoint where broad- 
band service is available and 
where it isn’t,” Roberts writes. 
The FCC told him it is already 
moving on that front. 

Rep. Zack Space of Ohio, who 
filed the bill to make grants, “has 
formed the Connecting Appala- 
chia Broadband Task Force, a 
group of various officials, local 
leaders and telecom industry rep- 
resentatives to bring broadband to 
rural Appalachia,” the Journal 
reports. “Space worries that the 
U.S. hasn’t kept pace with other 
developed countries, and that ru- 
ral districts like his will lose 
jobs.”

MOREHEAD, Ky.— 
Morehead State University/ 
Rowan County’s Adult Learning 
Center and MSU at West 
Liberty’s Adult Education and 
Career Center were among the 
adult education programs to 
share more than $1 million in in- 
centive funds from Kentucky 
Adult Education for meeting or 
exceeding enrollment and perfor- 
mance goals in the 2006-07 fis- 
cal year. 

Only 70 Kentucky counties 
had adult education program to 
earn performance incentives. The 
MSU/Rowan County Adult 
Learning Center will receive 
$9,588 while MSU West 
Liberty’s Adult Education and 
Career Center earned $7,752. 

To qualify for incentive funds, 
local adult education programs 
must meet or exceed enrollment 
goals and at least 50 percent of 
their performance indicators. The 
indicators for 2006-07 included 
family literacy enrollment, GED 
attainment, transition of GED 
graduates to postsecondary edu- 
cation or training, and increase 
in academic skills. 

Brad Cowgill, interim presi- 
dent of the Council on 
Postsecondary Education, recog- 
nized this as an important step 
toward Kentucky’s goal of rais- 
ing educational attainment to the 
national average by 2020.

“For Kentucky to double the 
number of college graduates by 
2020, we must ensure more adults 
are earning GEDs and 
transitioning to college to earn 
their degree,” said Cowgill. 

In accordance with the state’s 
‘Double the Numbers’ goal, 
KYAE is working to increase the 
number of GEDs awarded annu- 
ally to 15,000 and the college- 
going rate of GED graduates to 
36 percent by 2020. In 2006, the 
state awarded 9,007 GEDs and 
had a GED college-going rate of 
21 percent. 

“In six years, nearly 70,000 
Kentuckians earned a GED, rank- 
ing Kentucky 13th nationally in 
the percentage of non-high school 
completers earning a GED,” said 
Sarah Hawker, vice president of 
Kentucky Adult Education at the 



Council. “This level of success in 
our local programs will ensure 
this kind of progress continues.” 

Performance incentive fund- 
ing for each program is based on 
a percentage of the performance 
indicators achieved and is 
awarded as a percentage of their 
base funding. Programs can re- 
ceive an award of up to 10 per- 
cent of their base funding for 
achieving 100 percent of their 
performance indicator goals.

Coach Matthew Perry contin- 
ues to preach mental toughness 
and high intensity as the Cougars 
close out their fourth week of 
practice. And while Morgan 
County is not a team loaded with 
offensive weapons, Perry expects 
to compensate with a hustle and 
suffocating defense/ 

“This team must play hard 
every possession, especially on 
the defensive end,” Perry said on 
Tuesday. “We’ve got to contest 
every pass and shot and defend 
like our lives depend on it. We 
need every ounce of energy these 
kids have. That’s how you set 
yourself apart from your oppo- 
nent, with intensity and desire.” 

Perry has a dozen players at 
practice, but expects to add more 
once football season ends. Right 
now, the Cougar roster features 
backcourt players Logan May, 
Cameron Dunn, Mikey Fyffe and 
Tanner Roy. Up front, Perry will 
look to Joel Nickell, Colby 
Jones, Brandon Ferguson, Tyler 
Adkins and Stephen Barnett to 
defend, rebound and score. 

“We need these guys to step 
up and give us strong, physical 
play,” Perry said. 



“A kid like Stephen Barnett is 
critical to our success. If we can 
get 10 points and 12 boards game 
from him, that’s a huge boost for 
us.” 

The Cougar coach is also anx- 
ious to see what kind of produc- 
tion he’ll get from his guards. At 
the point position, Perry believes 
Dunn could be in line for “a 
breakout season.” And at the two- 
guard, May continues to shoot it 
well in practice. 

“If Logan can get his feet set, 
he’s going to knock it down,” 
Perry said. “I told him we abso- 
lutely have to have him take 10- 
12 shots a game. We need his of- 
fense.” 

It’s only three weeks until the 
Cougars open the season against 
defending regional champion 
Elliott County. Although the Li- 
ons will be the favorite to repeat 
in the 16th, Perry says his team 
is not ready to concede anything. 

“I told our kids in practice that 
we’ve got the talent to compete 
and even beat Elliott County,” 
Perry said. “That’s a game that 
could be a measuring stick for 
these kids. We want to put a team 
on the floor that this community 
can be proud of.”

regulations that make them pay 
more. Now their publishers are 
feeling the impact in their news- 
rooms, and are beginning to sell 
their papers, Max Heath, a vice 
president of Landmark Commu- 
nity Newspapers Inc., testified 
last week before the House sub- 
committee that oversees the U.S. 
Postal Service. 

According to the National 
Newspaper Association, the 
weeklies’ lobby, reports, “Heath 
told Subcommittee Chairman 
Danny Davis, D-Ill., and mem- 
bers of the subcommittee that 
NNA’s surveys of members in- 
dicated that most are trying to 
absorb the increase. But he pro- 
vided the story of a Missouri hus- 
band-and-wife publishing team, 
owners of the Vandalia Leader, 
who sold their paper this year, 
citing poor postal service and ris- 
ing costs as one reason they were 
giving up. Postal rates to readers 
within a newspaper’s publication 
county rose 20-25 percent, Heath 
said, and were based upon Postal 
Service costing data that NNA 
considered flawed.” 

NNA says, “The increased 
postal costs will cut into news- 
room budgets and cause higher 



subscription prices for readers at 
a time when newspapers are try- 
ing to retain readers.” The Sub- 
committee on Federal 
Workforce, Postal Service and 
the District of Columbia titled its 
hearing, “Will Increased Postal 
Rates Put Mailers Out of Busi- 
ness?” Health testified that the 
increase “has weakened (news- 
papers). Without your continued 
vigilance and the support of the 
Postal Service and the Postal 
Regulatory Commission, the 
next time you ask the question, 



we may not be here to answer.”

What is your goal for your beef 
operation this winter 



The current feed shortage has 
stimulated a lot of “panic buying” 
of low quality feeds and produc- 
ers are baling anything that will 
roll up. We have to ask the ques- 
tion, “What is your goal for this 
winter?” Some people would say 
“just keep ‘em alive until spring.” 
In that case, you might be okay. 
But, if the goal is to maintain a 
productive herd, some feedstuffs 
which are very low in their nutri- 
ent content will be a problem. If 
we do not address this problem, 
Kentucky beef producers will see 
the effects of the 2007 drought on 
their 2008 and 2009 calf crops. 

There are at least three areas 
of concerns for this coming win- 
ter/spring. They are: (1) very low 
protein levels prior to calving can 
cause weak calves, (2) low en- 
ergy levels and poor body condi- 
tion can cause cows to produce 
low quality colostrum milk that 
is much lower in maternal caus- 
ing lower calf survival rates, and 
(3) poor body condition of the 
cows in the spring will dramati- 
cally decrease pregnancy rates. 

There is a dramatic increase in 
nutritional needs of the postpar- 
tum cow during the first 60 days 
of lactation. Cows will lose 
weight/condition rapidly without 
a great deal of supplementation 
after calving. We simply must 
meet their energy and protein 
needs at this time. 

In my opinion, the best ap- 
proach is to limit feed good qual- 



ity hay and provide the needed 
supplementation. Low quality 
feedstuffs can also be limit-fed 
successfully but are worth con- 
siderably less than good hay and 
require a lot of supplementation. 
On a “per nutrient basis” com- 
mercial feeds are also a better buy 
than low quality roughage at cur- 
rent prices. 

If we do not feed cows ad- 
equately this winter, we can ex- 
pect increased calving losses in 
2008 and decreased pregnancy 
rates in the spring which will 
impact the 2009 calf crop. If cows 
are permitted to lose weight or if 
thin cows do not regain weight 
before calving, low pregnancy 
rates will result. Body condition 
scores of three may not be un- 
common on many Kentucky 
farms. Thus, pregnancy rates of 
about 50 percent can be expected 
unless we (1) purchase more nu- 
tritionally dense feeds than the 
non-traditional feedstuffs like 
corn stalks, (2) have good qual- 
ity hay available, or (3) feed lim- 
ited amounts of roughage with 
adequate energy and protein 
supplementation. It is really a 
matter of “pay now or pay (more) 
later.”
